Chalk up another spinoff from Watergate. Congress 
may go on the air during its regular sessions. 

The joint Committee on Congressional Operations has 
recommended live TV and radio coverage on a one-yem' 
trial basis during 1975. It would start with a 60-day closed 
circuit test period for 'TV. 30 days for radio. If the com¬ 
mittees supervising these tests approve the results, yidw 
and audio feeds of floor sessions of both houses TOuld be 
made available free to commercial and public broadcasters, 
for use live or on tape in public affairs and news programs. 

With a slight touch of envy, the committee report 
notes that presidents have become somewhat sophisticated 
in the use of broadcast media. Congress, on the other 
hand, "has followed an approach to communications that 
is essentially passive and in some instances restrictive. 

The non-passive, hardly restrictive airings of the con¬ 
gressional Watergate hearings evidently have proven to 
be an almost irresistible stimulus to a great many of our 
federal legislators. It is hoped that the public will be 
represented during the test runs by some expert and brave 
critics to make sure that Congress doesn’t go show biz.
